" Hut 1 leave ovory man to his 
ehoi(M'. Should any man prefer to 
Hurreinlor, or attempt to eseap<', he 
is at liberty to do so. My own 
choice is to stay in the fort, and 
die; fi(i:htinp; as lon^ as lireath shall 
remain in my body ! This will I 
<lo even if yon b^ave me aloini ! 
Do IIS you think best, but no man 
can die with me without aPTordinfif 
nie comfort in the houi of deatli I" 

Colonel 'I'raviws tlien drew his 
Hword, and with the jioiiit Inufod 
a line upon the t^round a few ft-et 
in front of his men; lh(<n, resumin)f 
his{ position, h(« said : 

" I now Wfint <n'ery man who is 
iletermined to stay an<l di(^ with me 
to form upon that liixt." 

With one exee|)lion, this order 
was immediately ol)ey(«l. Kvery 
sicik man who <'oiild walk arose and 
tottered to his place. Colonel 
Howie, whe was clyiuK of typlndd 
fever, aske<l that his cot nii>;ht. be 
(tarried to tlie \'\\w. The one ox- 
e(«ption, a man named Kose, could 
not muster sufliciicmt courage to 
r«»a<!h the marlc. lie was allowed 
to attempt to escape, and by a 
miracle suc.e<'eded t<) j^ettin^ 
throuK'i I'lc Mexican fonies. WIkmi 
it was all ovctr he was the only man 
of the f^arrison who was alive. 

It was not until the mornint,' of 
March (> that the storming; of the 
Alamo took place. It, was not a 
l>attle, but a slaughter. The 4,000 
Mexicans swarine<l over the walls, 
and lh(« littl(« hamlful of Texans 
within killed, and killed — ^anddied. 
('olonel Howie, sitting on his oot 
with his back to the wall, with 
death already written tui his face, 
and with a strennlh that secm(>d 
snpi^rnatiiial, shnv the encMuy with 
his swoi'd until they h(Mipe<l alxnit 
liim HO heavily that he could no 
lon^cjr strike. He fell, his l)ody 
pierced in a dozen places. At the 
end of his cot was his nurse, an old 
Mexi<',an woman, old ev<'n IIkmi, 
who «viutrlil' lh<> stri<*ken soldier and 
HUp))orted his h<<a(l on her arm. 

And then when tlu^ tiK'lilin^r had 
<!caHod, there were two thousand 
d<«ad Mexicans and two hundr(>d 
dead T<>xans heaped together in tli(> 
ancient cliur<ih. With bhtody 
hanils \\\v> surviving M<»xi<'ans sort- 
ed out the Texans and cari'ied tluim 
into the plaza, where they piled 
them up, with rail« between, and 
BO burneil thenj. Surely no more 
acceptable incense than that altar 
snn>ke ev(*r a.scended to h(>aven ! 

The Almo <'hurch is sh)ii)c<l likt< 
a oross, and it was upon this crnci- 
llx that the nnirtyrs diwl. 

This was over sixty years ago, 
but then' is one survivor of that 
Itloody tragedy alive to-day— tin* 
old Mexican wonnin who (vmghl 
Colonel Howi() as he 
known as Madame 
and is one hundred 
years old. 

I had expected this woman to 
look old, but r did not reaii/(> how 
old she would look until I saw Ihm'. 
llcrskinis like taniKMl and wea- 
th(<i'- beaten leather. Iler eyes are 
glaze<l with sightlessness. II«>r 
liainls are claws. 

She is a representative typo of 
tli« true Mexican woman, who ma- 
tures at t,w(dve, is old and a graiul-

Canderlaria, 
and sixteen 



mother at thirty, then shiivels np 
and defies dc^ath for generations. 

Mentally Ma<lam(» Candelaria is 
vvon(l(>rfnlly sti'ong. She touched 
\\w hollow of her arm with a dark, 
stilTeiied fing(*r an<l sai<l : 

" Howie — he died here," and add- 
ed, a inonuMit later : " I spik En^- 
lisli once. I forgot." 

It is no -wondef. She had had 
time to forget more than the nia- 
jorit3- of UN ev<'r knew. Sht> is old 
(Uiongh to hav<i rocked Hyron's 
cradle. The war of the Hevolu- 
tion had not ceased when sln^ was 
born. There had been no reign of 
terror in France, and Napoleon 
Honapartc was a little boy amid 
the hills of (Corsica. 

And yet. she lives and thinks and 
remember to-diiy, and eats hot 
lamales preparcMl by a young 
woman (a sexinply groat grand- 
daughtei perhaps) who occnipies 
with hor the little plastered "doby" 
on a dirty side street of San An- 
tonio. 

Tli(\v hav(* many callers, of 
course, and every one contributes 
something at parting. This doubt- 
less, is th(»re (Mily source of in<>ome, 
and it seems sutlicicnt for their 
nt)«(ls. 'Pile young woman, like 
many anotln'r Mexicjin in San 
Antonio, neither s|)eaks mu' under- 
stands Knglish, and Madame Can- 
dclaria's vocabularly has grown 
meagre with the passing years. 
IIenc.<! one can only look, and 
think, and go. 

As I took her hand at parting I 
felt that I was touching a link that 
Connected m<» with a hallowed past, 
and when she said, "I live live 
more year, yes," I wondered if a 
l)(>lief like that, and a tine Mexican 
(llsri'mitrd of the wear and tear of 
living, would not sustain manj' of 
us through a <!entnry or inoni of 
chance and change. — ///((.s\ Aweri- 
rnn.

A correspond(>nl of yours revives 
th(> issue that the printing tradt* is 
no long<*r a huMntive one for tin* 
deaf. The same statement might 
a])ply to all trades taught at the 
sclu.ols for th(> deaf; yet as an em- 
l)loyer of labor, I find there is 
some njisstatement of faetw lead- 
ing np to the cau.s(* that n(>cd cor- 
rections. When machinery diH- 
places skilled ojieratives in any 
line of (>mi)loynnMit, we commonly 
say that the industry has made 
" consideiable progress." This 
progress is no api>arent, but real, 
foi- it leads to furthei expansion of 
the trade, mon* men being calltMl in 
than was ever before employed, 
wIkui hand or skilled labor did the 
work exclusively. The tmuble is 
that those who are teinj)orarlly 
thrown out of employ nunit do not 
adjust themselves to the chang(^, 
anil the same tjuth may apply to 
all educational institutes, vvh(>re 
trfidesare taught. In both {yises 
the old order of things are clung to, 
the nuMi always ho|)ing "Micawber" 
lik(», jor "something may turn up," 
—a vain delusion. Kven if thej' 
are successful, they would be far 
from lu'ttcring thcmsch'cs, forin th«) 
great rush for (employment at the old 
order of things, wages would sustain 
a sevens drop, in ac<'ordaiH'(* with 
the law of supply and demand. If 
Ihest* mi-n would spend |»art of 
tln^ir hard-np earnings in learning 
and Inking l(>ssons (as ajtprentices) 
in the nmv orilt^r of things, instea(t 
of wasting it in the useless search 
for work, I think their condition 
would be speedily altered. 

The men who threw a tirade nj) 
against tlu^ printing profession 
should stop and realize how much 
nn)n> fnvorabl(< are the coinlitions 
foi- hand labor as comf^iared to most 
oth(«r industries. In broom -nniking, 
in carving, in sho(>-inaking and 
most other trades, nn<n m(M'(>ly <lo 
tlue bidding of the machines. In 
jirintinn, tiie linotype <?an only be 
uscfl for a I'citain «'lass of work, 
and the danger of nntchine labor 
supplanting hand lal)or in t.ht^ joli 
de|)artineut is very remote. I »im 
aware, from my own (vxixM-ience as 
an (>inployer, that al present> job 
compositors are iifit making as 
much as foiinerly, but twelve dol- 
Iftrs per week is^ not so ba<l, com 
pared to wages paid in other 4ve- 
nnes <if employnwnt, and the situa- 
tion is just as steady. 

I hav<> a great deal of svmpathy 



for the deaf job printer, for unless 
ho has a " jiull " of some kind, it is 
exceedingly difllicult I o get inside a 
job otlic'e. Instructions are given 
verbally by the foreman to tin; 
emi>loyees; each job has sp<'cial 
flirections, and the prejudice 
against willing exi>lains whj' so 
few are favored with ap[)ointnients. 
The deaf men to whom I have 
given a trial l-ave, in every but one 
instjince, fell short of expectations. 
Most of t'lem came with high letters 
o( recomnu'iidation from the f<n'e- 
nien of tli(> Institution shops under 
whom they worked, and also from 
sui>erintemlents. These letters 
hav<< a very injurious effect upon 
i]u\ young men. It ind)ues thom 
with the idea that they are very 
skillful workn\en and that noiluug 
short of ten dollars wt)uld be satis- 
factory to tliom as a start. Their 
actual worth is not even that of an 
api)rentico who gets but three to 
five dollars per week. This is not 
iutrcnded as a retleclion upon the 
inslrnclors at the institution shop, 
but iti is an actual fact thai the 
work taught lher(> is merely of the 
(demenlary kind. ThereTh'e oflice 
is systematically arranged (which 
is very creditable), and ev<>rything 
labehvl in black and white In an 
onlsid(> oflie(> arrangements are not 
so perfect, and a job compositor is 
expected lo catch on (piickly to the 
order of arrangements, and must 
use his own judgment in every 
thing he does. The exee[)tion 1 
noted above, that has given nie 
s<une satisfaction, is a young (}er- 
man, who had apprenticed hini.self 
while in his own country. This 
suggests to me that if instructors 
and sui)erintendents 'would give 
th«u' clinjKea lettera uC • ieccmiuen- 
tion as aj)prentices onli/, and iii.siil 
into th(>ir minds thai th(>y <tnj^lit to 
be thankful if received "but thiee 
dollars i)er week, th(>y wonlil have 
an vxeellent chance of workiim 
themselves up into their employer's 
conlidence. There is always a de- 
nnmd for experienced job compasi- 
tors, but an employer objects lo 
paying more than a "man is wou^h. 
Time in doing a certain job is a 
factor in a man's worth, not the 
iibility to do it mercdy. When 
««stimatingon a job, a figure is put 
upon the time it ought lo be done 
in, and often compositors are dis- 
charged if they repeatedly fail to 
nnike the time estinial(Ml,' for their 
retention is lik(> money thrown 
away. That there is a demmd for 
skillful men is «>vident from the 
fact 1 received a letter yesterday 
from tho State jirintor of a Scnitli- 
ern Stjitc, asking n)(> to recommend 
a comp(>l(>nt foreman for one of 
the largest printing, electrotyping 
an<l engraving plants in the South. 
It seems strange that when 500 men 
are employed that theit^ is not one 
compettMit to fill the ^Ince. Noi 
do 1 know of any that could, for 
experienc(>d printers of the kind 
expected are exceedingly rare.

The third Jiiennial Convention of 
the Maryland Association of the 
Deaf is now a thing of the jiast. 
But tin? aftermaths of conventions 
always afford food for thought, and 
just at this time it would be per- 
tinent to inquire into the results 
these gatherings pn)duce. It can- 
not be denied that in the generality 
of cases the immediate effecl is 
IxMieticial. Tho impression made 
upon the people of the city in 
which the convention is held, by a 
large conct iirse of intelligent deaf- 
mutes conducting meetings in con- 
fornyty with parliamentary law, is 
almost always f/ivorable. The re- 
ports of the procH'edings ai>peariiig 
in the newspapers of the town, 
fairly accurate and full in the 
majority of cases, help to lend a 
glanuir the attraction of which few 
jieople resist. In manj' cases mis- 
chievous and unjust impressions 
pn^viously made uiion the public 
mind by worthless individuals of 
our class are removed by these 
meetings. But that is all. The 
moment the convention is over the 
beautiful sight vanishes. The local 
public r(>tiirns to its usual rounds, 
and that " Deaf-Mute Ccuiventioii " 
is relegated to innocuous desuetude 
Now, is the purpose of our conven- 
tions served in this way ? Do we 
meet to merely make " impres- 
sions?" Any one who will take 
pains to observe the usual trend of 
conventions will find that the ex- 
cellent papers, piepan^d with much 
painstaking car<> and <lelivered 
with more or hvss effect, are gen- 
erally thrown into the waste basket 
th»* moment the convention ad- 
journs, also that the sweeping re- 
solutions, always i)repared with a 
d<>tliiite purpo.se, are rarely, if 
ever heanl of again. That this 
state of affairs is unfortunate all 
will admit. It reduces con vent ions 
to gatherings of iiulividuals who 
have by mutual conseirt agreed to 
talk through their hats. But what 
is the remedy? Is there any? 
There is a remedy, but its success- 
fully apiilieation doiiends upon the 
otllcers of <<a('li association. There 
is some probaliillty that it will be 
tried here in Maryland. It is in- 
tended to have each resolution 
passed sent to its destination, and 
sent twice, and thrice if iieces.Hary. 
It'll rt her, the proceedings of the 
convention, written accurately and 
in as bright and interesting a man- 
ner aH it is possible to write them, 
ar(> to be printed in magazine form 
and sidd or distributed throughout 
the whole state by authorized agents 
working on commission. The 
magazine will contain, besides the 
jiarliamentary, the proceedings, the 
papers read and the resolutions 
passed, list of oflb'crs and members, 
with their a<l<lresses, with a p»ige of 
useful information I'^'ktttng to the 
deaf, also a full history, illustrate<l 
with halftone cuts, of th(> Mary- 
land School for the Deaf. It is 
hoped in this way to more truly 
carry out the object to our associa- 
fion. Tho advam'Ciii««nf of the 
Deaf should not be conllned to 
isolatiMl towns and villages, but 
should be made as far-reaching and 
as permanont as possible. .\ groat

Two days of the tine working days 
were given them, and if one of the 
long paijers presented for reading 
had not been stopped l)efore one 
sixth of it had been read another 
half day would have been consum- 
ed in completing (he jirogramme 
set apart for this pardcular method. 
Some one, the Lord bless him, had 
compassion upon the weary listen- 
ers of that particular paper, w liich 
was on a very, very dry subject 
and moved that the reading of (,he 
remaining portions of it be dispens- 
ed with. This met with an un- 
animous Aye, and brother Hooker, 
to whom the laborious uisk of going 
through it had been assigned, must 
in his inner heart have (hanktd the 
mover thereof for the relief. 

Wo think too miK'h of the con- 
vention's time was taken up by the 
reading of papers, and }oo little of 
the real uractical work shown. 
There was too much theorizing and 
too little of solitl facts given. 

The program for each session 
contained the reading of a number 
of papers, and at (heir conclusion 
only forty minutes were allowed 
for discussing them.

Oralism has reached its zenith, ac- 
cording to good audiority, and 
hence a reaetion should toUow. 

What has been said of the num- 
ber of deaf as teachers may also be 
applied to those of the sterner sex.

Nearly the whole of tho war with 
Spain is shown by the Cinema- 
tographs at the Eden Miisee. Many 
hundred moving pictures have been 
taken by the Musee's artists, and as 
fsist as they couhl be sent back from 
(Jiiba and developed they have ber-n 
plac(!d on exliil)ilioii. The work 
has been attended with the greatest 
diflficulty and at least one of the 
artists has faced death on more 
than one occasion. It was not a 
dangerotis matter t(T take pictures 
at Key West or Tamt>a, or even in 
Havana before the Maine was de- 
stroyed. The artist attempted to 
take pictures in ifavana alter the 
war was declare<l, and narrowly es- 
caped with his life and a few of the 
pictures he had taken. But the 
great danger began when the troops 
wiiled for Santiago. In order \£> 
get the best pictures, the artist had 
to be in the a<ivance guard. It has 
been the dream of all picture mov- 
ing machine companies to secure 
pictures of an actual battle, 'i'he 
.M usee's artist determined lo do 
this. He secured many pictures 
that show at least features of a 
great battle. When th«* fierce at- 
tack was made upon Santiago this 
artiat was in the front ranks. He 
had taken several preliminarj- 
pictures. 'Hie battle was at its 
height and bullets were flying all 
around. In spite of the danger the 
artist set up his eomfilicated ma- 
chine, and began taking pictures. 
Suddenly a bullet shuttered the 
camera. The artist threw hiniwelf 
upon the ground, but nol a moment 
too soon. Two sohliers immediate 
ly back of him were killed. Final- 
ly the artist crept away with hfs 
liroken machine. On the succes- 
sive dayff; a few pictures were tak- 
en, but they only show incidents of 
the battles and not the real battles. 
Several pictures were secured of 
Santiago, after the surrender, and 
the artist was obliged to leave the 
island and is now sick. But the 
jiictnrcs he secured are being shown 
at the Mus(!e and thoiisatids of 
jieoplc applaud his enterprise. 
Tw<.dve pictures are shown each 
hour, and the list of pictures in 
changed hourly, so that all the 
visitors can see as many pictures as 
they desire by waiting. War views 
are shown in other places of amuse- 
ments but the original onesand the 
l>est ones are shown only at the 
iVIusee. Tho other attractions at 
the Musee are the hundreds of wax 
groups and figures, including many 
war groups, and afternoon and
